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THE CAMPAIGN AND THE NEWS 


In the campaign which ends at the 
polls today the News has stood stead- 
fastly for what it believes to be the rights 
of the people, and that in the face of as 
strong corporation inflfence as it ever 
got upvagainst, or its editor before it ever 
got up against, and he has had a tumultu- 
ous career and fought everything trom 
wildcats to b-a-d men and jimjams. 

In this campaign corporation interests 
and the people’s interest have conflicted, 
have been opposite. The corporations 
are strong, financially and a hundred 
other ways. The people are only strong 
in numbers, and frequently deplorably 
apathetic. 

Frankly the News has turned down its 
own financial interests, (seemingly), and 
speaking purely from a financial point of 
view, in order to make the fight for the 
people’s interests which it believed was 


its plain duty to wage as a_people’s 
paper. What the result will be we do 
not know. We only know we have done 


what we thought was right, for the peo- 
ple, irrespective of whether the corpora- 
tions liked it or not. 

We have no fight against corporations. 
They are good things and of great benefit 
to us all—in their places—but when any 
man or set of men, corporate or other- 
wise, undertakes to dictate how our gov- 
ernment is to be run, cither national or 
municipal, or how the people shall vote, 
or not vote, right then and there is where 


they attempt to do what they haye no 
right on earth to do. And that they 
are doing that very thing all over the 


country is so plain a fact that the merest 
child knows it. 

A corporation has rights which we, the 
people, should respect, and s0, also, have 
the people got rights which corporations 
must respect, and when any corporation 
gets swelled up so it thinks it is bigger 
than the whole people it is time it was 
being told where to head in, and any time 
such an emergency arises this newspaper 
goes to the bat on the job of helping the 
general masses of the common people, 
and there is no use in anybody under- 
taking to either bribe it with finance or 
favors or bludgeon it into submission and 
putting the soft pedal upon things which 
need properly and widely airing, for 
it can’t be done. 

We may be foolish financially, and 
likely are, from modern viewpoints, but 
by the ever living gospel we have some 
principles that are above barter and sale. 
Money is not everything in this world. 
One’s self-respect and the respect of one’s 
fellow men are above price, even though 
not legal tender for meal tickets. Some 
day some big corporation may eat us on 
the half shell like a Blue Point oyster, 
and send us walking out of town down 
the railroad track, but if so, which Lord 
forhid, and we meet any of you citizens 
of Richmond coming in, we can at least 
look you square in the eye with the 
positive knowledge that we never sold 
you out. 


Use less automobiles, less jewgiry, less finery 
of all kinds, both on your person and in your 
stomach, and let the hundreds of thousands en- 
gaged in the manufacture of all that sort of 
useless junk have a chance to get busy along 
useful lines, raising and preserving food, sen- 
sible clothing—in short, necessities instead of 
luxuries. 
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THE INDUSTRIAL SITUATION 


All will admit that the industrial situation {a 
grave, and calls for serious thought and action. 

This paper has consistently held that both 
Organized Capital and Organized Labor were 
more or less right and more or less wrong, and 
that each should, and must, make concessions in 
the interest of the whole people, and each suc- 
ceeding strike and misunderstanding between 
these titanic forces but confirms that opinion. 

Things have got to come to a showdown be- 
fore long, as the industrial situation is becoming 
intolerable. We do not propose to have any 
French Communes in this country, and won't 
stand for it. Neither do we propose to have 
any Mexican system of peonage in this couutry, 
creating millionaires on the one hand and paupers 
on the the other, and won't stand for that, either. 

There is a happy medium that must be arrived 
at, and the general public is now demanding in 
no uncertain tones that the politicians, party 
leaders and lawmakers get busy and produce 
results, instead of producing nothing much more 
tangible than hot air and chin music. 

President Wilson’s proposal that he appoint a 
commission of five, which shall pass upon the 
merits and demerits of strikes effecting great 
industries and public utilities has much merit, 
but does not get at the root of the matter, in 
that it lacks power to force its decree or decision. 
It does seem that our national congress could 
create a court of arbitration, before which all 
warring factions to any controversy would have 
to go and submit its troubles for adjudication, 
and abide by the result, just the same as all the 


rest of us have to do at other courts when we 
get into scraps with each other, and the quicker 
such a high court of compulsory arbitration is 
established the better for the whole American 
people, 


COAL MINERS ‘AND “COAL BARONS 


Both factions to a condition threatening to

The Coal Barons, known as such for many 
years, are the owners and operators of the 
country’s coal fields. They have fia Ah their 
workmen worse than any other branch of in- 
dustry in America ever did. They have im- 
ported no end of cheap European labor in the 
steerage and herded it like cattle in stockyards 
for many years. They have “company stores at 
which these foreigners are forced to trade and 
pay two prices for everything they buy, with the 
result that in a vast majority of cases the miner 
is always in debt to the company, helpless and

On 
the other hand they have deliberately and 
maliciously stung the consuming public on the

awful howl, whereupon Attorney General Palmer 
rebuked them as profiteers and said he would 
proceed against any conspiracy of employers as 
quickly as he did against the miners. 

The miners, themselves, however, are clearly 
exhorbitant in their demands and aut of the 


bounds of all reason. ‘Shey demand an increase 
of sixty per cent in pay; a six-hour day and a 
five-day week. This would double the price 
of coal to the consuming public and reduce the 
production by one-third. The people may stand 
the increase in w , but it is doubtful, as it is 
@oo mach of an/inctease; but that it will stand 
for a six-hour workday and a five-day week is 
simply absurd. 

It is now up to our Government to tell both 
the coal barons and the coal miners where to 
bead in, and see to it that they do it. 


If @ may wants to own land in this good 
country, let him take out naturalization papers 
and become a citizen, and if he does not think 
well enough of the country to become a citizen 
of it and conform to the same rules and laws 
as other citizens, then let him get out, and the 
quicker the better.
